CONSTITUTION OF CONTACT (U.K.) 

28/9/69. 

(I) Name . The name of the organisation shall he Contact (U.K.). 

(II) Aims . The aims of Contact (U.K.) ares i) To investigate the UFO phenomena 
in all their material and philosophical aspects and the broader implications 

of their purpose and control, and ii)-To contact people eveiywhere who share 
these interests. 

(ill) Qualification for Membership . Membership is open to all persons com¬ 
pleting an application form and paying m annual subscription. 

(IV) Administration . The organisation shall be administered by a committee, 
elected annually by the members at an /nnual General Meeting. The composition 
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of the Committee shall be 2 Chairmanc, Vice-Chairman, Secretary, Membership 
Secretary, Treasurer, Research Officer, and other members'making-.a .total of 
eight. 

A quorum of the committee shall .be five. 

The committee shall have the power to fill vacancies on the committee 
till the next Annual General Meeting. 

R'o committee member may claim travelling expenses from the organisation* s 
funds. 

(v) Honorary Membership will be awarded to any wortl;iy person upon recommenda,tion 
of the committee and approved by the members at an ilnnual General Meeting. 

(Vl) Subscriptions . Subscription to Contact' (U.K.) shall be 5 /- per annum 
for persons under I 6 years of age and 1Q/- per annum for persons of I 6 years 
of age and over, payable on March each year. 

The annual subscription shall be due on 1st April, and members joining, 
midway through the season shall pay a full subscription for the year ending 
31 st March. 

If any member shall be in arrears on 1st June, he shall -be deemed not to 
be a member of the organisation. 

A reminder of subscriptions due will be included in the February issue 
of Awareness but no individual reminders will be sent. 

fVIl) Meetings . General meetirgs. shall be celled as and when deemed desirable 
by the committee. 

An extraordinary general meeting may be called by the secretary on 
receipt of the written request of twelve members. 

The iinnual General Meeting shall be held in May annually and the accounts 
of - the organisation made up to March 3^st be presented at the meeting. 

(VIIl) Expenditure . Ho sum exceeding £10 shall be expended out of the funds 
other than expeises for laaterial and general running of the organisation,? • 
without the consent of the committee. 

(IX) Amendments to the Constitution , ilny of the foregoing may be rescinded, 
altered or amended at any meeting provided notice of motion is given in writing 
to the secretary at least seven dqys previously and that such a motion being 
put to the vote a two-thirds majority vote is attained.

A SIGHTING /iT GLASTOEB'URY 

During the week when three men of extraordinary courage set off for the . 
Moon in their frail craft, there was an unusual sighting over Glastonbuiy Tor 
in Somerset. ^ On Thirrsday, July 17 th, the dqy after Apollo 11 lifted off, 
four night shift workers at Morlands in Glastonbury paw’a glowing ball of 
fire making complicated manouevres over Glastonbuiy Tor at 2 . 3 O a.m.* The 
sitting lasted about twenty minutes. Two of the observers’ had.also seen the 
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same or a similar object the previous Sunda^y-j first white then turning to 
bright red as it carried out its inano'QUvres. 

It is unusual that these two sightings should have occurred just at 
the time of the Moon flighty for these are the only two sightings I have 
ever heard of reported from Glastonbury* I had always wondered why there 
had been no sittings there before 9 for a,s well as the area abounding in 
loysj Glastonbuiy is significant in other v/ays. It is within the ten-mile- 
wide circle of effigies of the signs of the Zodiac discovered by Mrs. 
Maltwoodj and is steeped in legend which indicates that it has been revered 
for thousands of years. At other ley centres (e.g. Stonehaige) there had 
been usually a few si^^tings now and again 9 but at the place one mi^t 
expect them most there had been none reported. 

It is interesting to spectilate as to liiy this should be so. The ex¬ 
planation which readily springs to mind is that perhaps landing on another 
.world affects the Earth or the Earth-Moon system in some w£iy, and this had 
to be .adjusted at what is perhaps the major power-centre for this planet. 
There must be a great deal of knowledge we have yet to gain about the Earth 
and the planets and the mighty yet . perhaps also delicately balanced forces 
that keep them in equilibrium. We may well oiP a lot to those who ^ know.

Did Palm -trees once grow at : the South Pole? By Robert Chapman. 


CcTi you imagine palm trees and other lush tropical vegetation ever having 
flourished at the South Pole? . Cen you imagine exotic birds and animals having 
thrived there? Millions of years ago it is just possible that they did. 

At any rate Americans Nationaj. Science Foundation reckons there is enough 
evidence to make the notion worth looking into. 

The foundation is, in fact, preparing to spend ^7 million (about 
£ 2 , 900 , 000 ) on sending a team of I 7 scientists to look for more evidence 
early next year. 

The scientists, from New York^s Mureura of N.xtural History and the uni¬ 
versities of Ohio and VJichita, arc to be flown with their equipment to a 
mountainous central area of Antarctica Vviich is largely free from snow and 
ice during the south polar summer. 

There they will make camp and star*: excavating. What they hope to find 
are fossilised remains of ancient reptiU'.-s which flourished before the Ice Aig’e 
when it is believed Antarctica may have been located much nearer the earth’s 
equator. 

The search has been prompted by a jpectacular find near the United 
States’ permanent base in Antarctica of part of a jawbone of an ancient fresh- 
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water amphibian (rather like a hvge lizard) called a labyrinthodont* 

The ..find suggests that Antartica wa,s once joined to South America or 
Africa v;here similar fossils have been found. The discoveiy of more fossils 
of this kind v^ould greatly strengthen the notion and support the general theory 
that the' great land masses of the world belong to a kind of global jig-saw 
puzzle and once all fitted together.

The dramatic story of ’’the sleeping proptet” who foresaw every major world 
crises from before World W^ar !■ through the intervening period to the Second 
World V/ar and beyond, till his death in 1945 ? been told by William Herschell, 
who recently cme to live in Bridport. .. “ 

Mr. Herschell astounded members of the Churches' Fellowship for Psychioal 
and Spiritual Studies when, he addressed them, at Lyme Regis, on the prophecies of 
Edgar C yce. The name "Sleeping Prophet" was applied because Cayce made his 
prophecies when he wa,s in ,a state of self-induced hypnotic sleep. 

It is claimed, cn behalf of Edgar Cavce. t ha± his •prophecies were 100 per . 

cent' correct and he was considered unique in that he gave dat es. He picked off 

casurolty, earthquakes, storms and volcanoes^ predicted the 1914 war, t he 1939 _ 

war .and their outc ome:; foresaw England losing India .? and foretold the discovery 
of the Dead Sea scrolls, , and the Alaskan earthquake of 1964 amongst raa^y other~" 
events. 

Some of his prophecies ..for .the future arc t he end of Communism in Russia n 
^/^f riendshin between U.S.A. and Russia^ the l atter countly becoming God-fearing5 
^ t he democritisation of Chinas t ho ^ sliding of much of Japan into the seas the 
. d. estruction of Los ilngeleSo- San Fi^.ancisco and. NewY o-rkr the rising of th e l ost 
. continent of Atlant isg and th e ti lting of the Eartla's rotational axis, with 
( drast ic reversal of global climates. _ 

During his "h^^pnotic sleeps", numbering 14?246 over 40 ye^.rs, Cayce gave 
extensive 'readings' on people of a mdical nature, diagnosing their illnesses 
and prescribing cures. - Those so-called 'Readings' were fully documented and 
witnessed, and can be studied al the offices of the a,.R.E. (Association for 
Research and Enlightenment), Virginia Beach. They exceed 499OOO pages of manu¬ 
script recorded verbatim while the "sleeping" Cayce spoke. /igain it is claimed, 
on his behalf, that his diagnoses were 100 percent correct, as were his cures 
wherever his prescriptions were followed. He became known on a world-wide 
scale as the "Miracle Man of Virginia^ Bceach." 

Mr. Herschell pointed out the high percentage of success scored by Mr. 
Cayce, in itself, ca.used one to take careful note of his statements, but apart 
from this .were other favourable factors, ^xmongst these wore the consistency 
of his revelations which stretched J.'rom’tho beginning of the world to the end 
of the present a,ge5 the extent to which they are supported by revelations 
coming to us from other sources 5 our intuitive response to them^ and the fact 
that Cayce himsel f was not .only a reiJC^ute Christian throughout his life, but 
read the bible from beginning to 'end,.no fewer than 67 times. 

REINCARNATION 

On thousands, of occasions Cayci awakened fiom his sleep to find he had 
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gone "back to the previous lives on Earth of the people who had sought his help 
and he was compelled to conclude that the doctr ine of Reincarnation and Chri-s t- 
ian theology were not irreconcileahlo. It was during such eixscursions into the 
past that he was able to throw such illumination upon.the world^s histoiy. 

In Genesis it was written tliat ’’The Spiiit of 'God moved over .the fact 
of the waters/’ and Cayce added to this s '*As he moved Souls^ portions of him¬ 
self 9 came into being. ” Regarding the Fcdl, he saids ’’There was an initial 
fall of the Angels 9 a f ?^J. in spi:rit_hy num^ entities who came within the 
Earth sphere. These Spirit ]i]ntities 9 or Souls, came and began playing at 
creation, piojecting themselves into -the material Earth as ’’thou^t forms’, 
mineral, vegetable md minimal. They became so enmeshed and hardened in the 
material divisions and creations of their own making that they ultimately lost 
their concious identity as creatures of God. Other Souls, not trapped in the 
material Earth, were aware of this situation and chose to enter the Earth 
plane in order to aid the entities thus entrapped. This second wave of Souls 
was led into the earth by the entity we know as Jesus. 

Thus, according to Cr?yce 9 Jesus has carried on his mission of Salvation 
from the beginning of time. Cayce states He has been reincarnated on Earth 
30 times. 


Mr. Herschell went on to describe two revelations which he believed to 
be completely new. 

Firstly, \hen Cayce was asked to state the source of the information 
which poured out of him, he gave a threefold answer, . He got it primarily, 
he said, fiom his own subconcious, on which was recorded everything that had 
happened to him during his life. If this-failed, he' could tap the sub¬ 
concious of eveiyone on Earth. Thirdly, he could go to the Akhashic re¬ 
cords, on which were recorded everything that had happened from the beginning 
of time. 

Thus, Mr. Herschell observed, if this were true, a wonderful unity at 
sub-concious level existed between eveiyone on earth, and if this was more 
widely understood, all forms of war would surely be brought to an end. 

Secondly, as it was noted that Cayce, frequently used astro-logical 
allusions, he was asked whether there.was any trut^ in astrology. His reply 
was an emphatic affirmative, althou^ he added a rider that modern astrologers 
were only in possession of part of the truth and could not be relied upon in 
all they said. He also added that the planets were only emblematic of planes 
of conciousness and thertb was no life on-them in our 3 -(ii^^ensional sense. 

But, he said, tb ^ Solar System wa s created by God as a colossal school 
for Maji’s development and that we ’’sojourned” on them in between our Earth 
lives, inhabiting bodies applicable to those planes. It was what we learnt 
and experienced during such planetary ’’sojourns” that inclined us to act in 
certain ways indicated by the positions of the planets in our birth charts 5 
Cayce emphasized, however, that these were only ’’inclinations” and that our 
’’will” was supreme in all cases. 

He picked out the 40 year period 1958-1998. as the time of the ’’great 
testing” of the world upon the results of which depended the’time when our 
Lord would come, an event which, he emphasized, was most certainly to take 
place.

Edgar Cayce w;s a very ordinary middle-class American, not very in¬ 
telligent and not particularly literate. He longed for nothing ’ else than 
to live a normal life, and to look after his wife and children, and never 
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used the power that worked through him for gaLn^ or for his own advantage, 
hut only to help otherso 

What was this mysterious pov/er, Mro Herschell asked, that it took hold 
of a man against his inclination and compelled him to utter throughout his 
life more prophecies and revelations than the world. h;.s seen since the dqys 
our Lord walked the earth? 

Surely, we must t^ake note , and at least mu^^t watch, carefully to see 
v/hether the rest of his predictio.ns would he fulfilledo

My Mother and I, both witnessed a large light, coloured orange and 
the size of a large pea, travelling on a very slow course, west to east. 
Object w.as visible to the naked eye for 10 minutes, but through binoculars, 
another 10-15 minutes, object wa.s on a steady course at all times. At 
first I thought object was a satellite, but then I realised it was too 
large and too low for a satellite. Object w-as certainly too slow for an 
airemaft, I checked with the Slough Space Tracking stn, who couldn’t 
identify object as a satellite. Binoculars used were an extremely power¬ 
ful pair of 7 X 50j in fact a very expensive pair of binoculars. I am 
convinced this was almost certainly a UFO, a.s its speed didn’t match up 






to any nan made aircraft, satellite or Rocket., its lighting system was 
also wrong for a halo on,

A husband and wife had been fishing and were returning homeacross the 
ranges, when they saw a saucer Ic^md on the ranges. They say it was 
an elliptical object, glowing and apparently transluscent, it shot into 
view over the hill and about a mile in front of their car. There was no. 
sound and it settled, it seemed to come to a. sudden stop in the air and 
in the light from it, we sa,w tripod like legs, come do\m out of it. 

They stayed watching object for about half an hour, there was no sign 
of life. They re-visited the site later and found a 24 ft, diameter 
pattern of large holes, as if made by tubular logs tipped with long 
spikes.

Witness has seen dozens 
of ships at sea and he was sure this was not a ship. Object wa,s visible 
for about 30 seconds. Its height was just above the sea, its speed was 
a,bout 10-1 5 m.p.h.

Starlike UFO moving below cirrus clouds.

Voi^/ brief report. Two more erractically moving starlike objects. 

SEFTEIffiER 22 nd I969. TIME 6 p.m. PLACE + BRiiDFORD. 

WITNESS = MR, H, DUREE. 

Witness was standing at a bus stop, when he saw straight ahead of 
him, a, silvery object moving very slowly in the sky. Object was roundish 
or oval, was silver and emitted no sounds object was as big as a cricket 
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ballo The object was only visible for 1 minute, and was travelling north¬ 
wards 5 it disappeared behind some farm buildings. It was about one mile 
away and was at a height of about ^ mile, 

SEPTEMBER 29th I969. TBIE 8.O5 p^m. PLACE = COVENTRY, 

WITNESSES = MR, P. ASHBY, M. A. SHOOLBRED and Iffi, E, FITZPATRICK, 

Witnesses were skywatching, 'vdien th^y saw a light which had been 
stationary, start moving. One witness thought object had a, reddish ring 
around it, but others didn^t notice this. It was'moving on a straight 
course, when witnesses started flashing it with a torch. The object 
then started to zig-zag from side to side. It was round like a bright 
star and similar in size, it was tra.velling extremely fast and was visible 
for about 30 - 45 seconds. The object zig-zagged at least 20 times. 

OCTOBER 2 nd 1969 - TIME 9.2 7 p.m. PLACE = CUMNOR, OXFORD. 

WITNESS = MR. D. N. MNSELL (RESE/iRCH OFFICER). 

I always go out between 9 P-m. end 9<»30 p.m., that is on a clear 
night. This time I saw two flickering red lights, they were about 1 inch 
apart to the naked eye. On looking at object through 7 x 50 binoculars, 
no detail was seen, only the flickering lights, they were a,lmpst certainly 
lights of one object. They were very high, I^d say in spOce and were 
almost certainly travelling at more than 7OO m.p.h. , the course wa.s S.W. 
to N.Ec Object was visible for about 1 minute. As i estimated object was 
in space and to the naked eye, it appeared to be about 1 inch apart, this 
would make this a very large object. 

I can say with certainty, speed was over the 7OO m.p.h. and that 
object was definitely not an aircraft, the lights were in wrong position 
and also lights were a too weaker red, as they were an inch apart, this 
would have made this a huge aircraft, so as I say, if an aircraft at a 
lower aJ-titude, lights would have looked quite bright, especially thiough 
binoculars. 

OCTOBER 5 rd I969. TIME 11.59 P.n. PLACE = PRESTATYN. 

WITNESSES = MR. & MRS. BATE. 

The witnesses had just retired to bed, when Mr. Bate saw this object, 
he then drew high wife^s attention to it. The object was elliptical in 
shape and coloured bright silver, it wa.s the size of a penny. 

It hovered for about 50 seconds, then it suddenly disappeared to the 
right of its hovering. The object appeared solid and was sharply outlined. 
It was first seen in the N.W. and it disappeared in the N.E. 

OCTOBER 6 th I969. Tllffi 9.25 p.m. PLACE = CUMI'IOR , OXFORD. 

WITNESS = MR. D. N. NLWSELL. 

Two yellow lights, very close together, were travelling N.E. to S.E. 

The lights must have been one object, also they were reasonably large, 
about the size of a pea. This object was travelling a lot faster than 
previous object I saw and must have been doing well over 8OO m.p.h. 

With the size of the lights and their brightness, this couldn^t have 
been an aircraft, I’d have heard some SDund, also the lighting system 
was wrong. I’d watched and listed to two high flying jets about half 
an hour before hand, you could hear plenty of sound and the lights 
were entirely different. 
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OCTOBER 10 th I969. TIME NOT KNOWN. PLACE = FOLKESTONE.

VERY BRIEF REPORT. A round ohjoct was seen.^ it was extremely Bright red 
ojid then a dull red and was pulsating.

The witnesses reckon' the nearest object that 
resembled it was a Belisha beacon, with fire around it, they also 
reckon object didn’t seem solid, but cloud like. 

Research Officer’s comments s This could have been another upper 
Atmosphere rocket probe, as some were due to be released in October. 
However, this will need looking into far more, as the orange colour 
wasn’t the correct shade. 
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
